Field.

Republican, said the FAA noti- 
fied him today that the recently- 
approved control tower for Ross 
Field 
should be "talking to 


airplanes by November, 1971." 


And Hutcliinson also reported 


that the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers has decided to make a 
formal study of erosion along 
the bluff of Lake Michigan in 
south St. Joseph. 


If the study determines tlinrc 


is a casual relationship between 
the government piers at the St. 
Joseph harbor mouth and the 
erosion, the government can ap- 
propriate up to $1 million to 
mitigate the damage to affect- 
ed private property owners. 


Authority is contained in sec- 


lion 11! of the rivers and har- 
bors act of 1968, a little-known 
provision that Hnlchinson dug 
up when called on by local prop- 
erly owners to sec what he 
could do lo help.

Allegan's

Couuly Board 
Okays Regulation 
Of Assemblies 


AI.LEGAN — Bolh the gov- 


ernor and Uic state's attorney 
general opposed Allegan county 
board of commissioner's new or- 
dinance to regulate public as- 
semblies. 


The ordinance, passed Tues- 


day by more than a one to five 
majority, is designed to prevent 
a rooccuronce of last year's 
July 4 disturbance at Sauga- 
luck, according to George A. 
Greig, Allegan prosecuting at- 
torney. 


He 
said 
that the 
attorney 


general's office lias advised that 
it eannot recommend approval, 
A letter from that office stating 
tins thought in more 
formal 


language is attached 
to the 


county's resolution. 


The governor's legal adviser 


has formally agreed with the 
attorney general's stand. And 
this is also attached to the 
resolution that sets forth the 
provisions of the new ordinance. 
'NO BASIS' 


Greig said the attorney gen- 


eral says that "no basis can be 
found to give the county this 
authority." 


This 
point, 
Greig says, is 


where the county takes excep- 
tion, holding that it has ample 
statutory 
authority .to protect 


the public safety. 


Greig says the ordinance, as 


approved by the board, calls lor 
the 
issuance of a permit to 


persons 
organizing public as- 


semblies. He said persons ask- 
ing for such a permit will be 
required to slaisfy the issuing 
officer on certain queslons of 
sanitation, public safety, park- 
ing, and similar conditions of 
health and order. 


After reasonable satisfaction 


j on these points is obtained, he 


said, the permit will be issued 
free of charge. Either the coun- 
.y clerk or the prosecuting at- 
torney may issue a permit. 


Failure to obtain a permit 


calls' for a maximum fine of 
$100 or GO days in jail, or both. 


Greig said he "wouldn't be a 


bil surprised" if the ordinance 
is tested this summer. He said 
there are rumors

He referred to a painful M-day scries of anti-rabies shols for 


presons who have been bitten by animals Ihal cannol he ex- 
amined lo dispel the threat of rabies. 


No cases of rallies were found in 'IB animal bile investigations 


by his department this year, Dr. Locey reported, "hut because a 
reservoir of rabies virus remains in wild animals such as fox, rat 
and skunk, wo cannot afford to relax our vigliance." 


Healthy wild animals normally avoid humans. Wild animals 


usually cannot be approached or handled unless they are sick or 
injured, and it is these animals children may contact. 


The sick animal is Ihe most likely 'carrier of rabies virus, Dr. 


I.occy said. 


If a person is bitten, Ihc wound should be washed, treated with 


antiseptic and the person (aken to a doctor. The bile should lie 
reported lo the health department and Ihc animal captured and 
kept under observation for 10 days if possible. 


II Ihe anim.il dies, is found dcnrl or must be destroyed, the lieati 


should nol be damaged ami should be refrigerated to preserve il 
fur laboratory examination, Dr. Locey said.
